2010 T.C.A. §49-7-202(r)(1-2)
Establishes transfer pathways consist of sixty (60) hours of
instruction that a student can transfer and apply toward the
requirements for a bachelor's degree at a public institution
that offers the transfer pathway. The sixty (60) hours of
instruction in a transfer pathway shall consist of forty-one
(41) hours of general education courses instruction and
nineteen (19) hours of pre-major courses instruction, or
elective courses instruction that count toward a major, as
prescribed by the commission, which shall consider the
views of chief academic officers and faculty senates of the
respective campuses. Establishes the 41 SCH lower division
general education core common to all state colleges and
universities fully transferrable as a block to satisfy that
subject category of general education. The nineteen-hour
lower division AA/AS area of emphasis articulated to a
baccalaureate major shall be universally transferable as a
block satisfying lower division major requirements to any
public university offering that degree program major.
